Hut with due respect to the celebrated 
names which are appended to this document, I have 
never been able to comprehend that they are “ truths ” 
at all. In what respect are men “created equal, 
when every thoughtful person must be sensible that 
they are brought into the world with all imaginable 
difference in body, in mind, and in every cliaracter-

sublime hymn of praise to the wisdom, the goodness 
and the stupendous resources of that ineffable Power 
which produced the whole. 

This brief and most inadequate sketch of the order 
of creation may serve at least to show that the mani¬ 
fest inequality in the condition- of mankind is no 
exception to the rule, but is sustained by all analogy. 

It is' the will of God that it should be so, and rio 
human sagacity or effort can prevent it. And the 
same principle exists in our political relations. We 
may talk as we please of our equality in political 
rights and privileges, but in point of fact there is no 
such thing. Among the other civilized nations it is j 
not even pretended. None of the great galaxy of j 
European governments can have a better title •*' 
than England, vet who would be so absurd : 
claim political equality in a land of monarchy, of! 
hereditary nobles, of time-honored aristocracy t The 
1 —approach to political equality is confessedly here. 

here only' Yet even here, amidst the glories of 
our universal suffrage, where is it to be found” 
Political equality, if it means anything, must meai 
that every man enjoys the same right to political 
office and’ honor : because the \policy of any govern¬ 
ment consists in its system of administration, and 
hence it results, of necessity, that those who cannot 
possibly be admitted to share in this administration, 
have no political equality with those who can. We 
do, indeed, say that the’ people are sovereign. But 
every one knows, full well, that the comparative few 
who’are qualified to take the lead, by talent, by edu- 
cation, by natural tact, and by a conjunction of 
favoring circumstances, are practically sovereigns i 
the people. The man who carries a hod gives 
vote for the candidate. The candidate himself can do 
no more, so far as it concerns the mere form of an 
election.

Neither am I able to admit that all men are 
endowed with an unalienable right to life, liberty nnd 
the pursuit of happiness, because it is manifest that 
since “ Bin entered into the world and death by sin, 
they are all alienated, forfeited aud lost, through the 
consequences of their transgression. Life is alienated' 
not only by the sentence of the law, but by innumer¬ 
able forms of violence and accident. Liberty is alien¬ 
ated not only by imprisonment, but by the irresistible 
restraints of social bondage to the will, the temper, 
the prejudices, the customs, or the interests of others ; 
so that there is hardly an individual to be found, who 
has really the liberty of word and action so confi¬ 
dently asserted ns the unalienable right of all men. 
"And as regards the “pursuit of happiness,” alas, 
what multitudes alienate their right to it, beyond 
recovery, not only in the cells of the penitentiary, but 
in the reckless indulgence of their appetites and 
passions, in the disgust arising from its chosen con¬ 
jugal relations, in their associations with the profli¬ 
gate and the vile, in the pain and suffering of sickness 
and poverty as the results of vice, in the ruin of the 
gambler, the delirium of the drunkard, the despair ol 
suicide, aud in every other form of moral contamina- 


If it be said, however, that the equality and . 
enable rights of all men, so strongly asserted by this 
famous Declaration, are only to be taken in a political 
sense, I am willing to concede that this may be the 
proper interpretation of its intended meaning, but 1 
cannot see how it remo.ves the difficulty. 1 he state¬ 
ment is that “ adl men are created equal,’ and that 
“ the Creator has endowed them with unalienable 
righto.” Certainly if the authors of this celebrated 
document designed to speak only of political right* 
and political equality, they should not have thus 
referred them to the act of creation, because it is per¬ 
fectly obvious that, since the beginning of human 
government, men have been created in all imaginable 
inequality, under slavery* under despotism, under 
aristocracy, under limited monarchy, under every 
imaginable form of political strife and political oppres- 
sion. In no respect whatever, that I can discover, 
has the Almighty sent our race into the world with 
these imaginary rights, and this fanciful equality. In 
his sight, the whole world is sinful, rebellious, and 
lving under the just condemnation of his violated

intellectual faculties are unequal. Their education is 
unequal. Their opportunities are unequal. And their 
freedom is as unreal as their equality. The poor —~ 
compelled to serve the rich, and the rich are c 
pelled to serve the poor by paying for their services. 

The political party is compelled to serve the leaders, 
and the leaders are compelled to scheme and toil, in 
order to serve the party. The multitude, are depen¬ 
dent on the few who are endowed with talents to 
govern. And the few are dependent on the multitude 
for the power, without which all government is 
impossible. From the top to the bottom of the social 
fabric, the whole is thus seen to be inequality «»<?| 
mutual dependence. And hence, although they are 
free from that special kind of slavery which the 
Southern States maintain over the posterity of Ham, 
yet they are all, from the highest to the lowest, in 
bondage quite as real, from which they cannot 
escape—the slavery of circumstances, called, ' ~ 

ordinary language of the world, necessity. 

I have been, I fear, unreasonably tedious in thus 
mdeavoring to show why I utterly discard these 
famous propositions of the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence. It is because I am aware of the strong hold 
which they have gained over the ordinary- mind of the 
nation. They are assumed by thousands upon thou¬ 
sands, ns il they w6re the very doctrines of divine 
truth. And they are made the’ basis of the hostile 
feeling against the slavery of the South, notwithstand¬ 
ing their total want of rationality. Yet I do not 
wonder that such maxims should be popular. They 
admirably calculated to gratify the pride and 
ambition so natural to the human' breast, and are 
therefore powerful incentives in the work of political 
revolution. It was for this purpose, I presume, that 
they were introduced in that famous document, which 
publicly cast off the tfllugiance of the colonies to the 
British crown. And the. same doctrines were pro- yrit 
claimed a few years later, in a similar service, by the j tbre 
French Directory, in the midst of a far more terrible 
revolution. Liberty, equality and fraternity — the 
riouts of man —were then the watchwords of the 
excited populace, while tbeir insane leaders published 
the decree of Atheism, and a notorious courtezan was 
enthroned as the goddess of reason, and the gudlotinc 
daily massacred the victims of democratic fury, till 
the streets of Paris ran with blood. 

I do not state this fact because I desire to place the 
revolutions in the colonies and in France on the san - 
foundation, with respect to the spirit or the mode 
which they were conducted. God forbid that I should 
forget the marked features of contrast between them ! 

On the one side, there was religious reverence, strong 
piety, and pure disinterested patriotism. On the other, ] 
there was the madness of atheism, the brutality of 
ruffianism, and the “ reign of terror " to all that was 
good and true. In no one mark or character, indeed, 
could I deem that there was any comparison between

It is not always, however, ideas or moral principles 
that push the world forward. Selfish interests play a 
large part in the work. Our revolution of 1776 suc¬ 
ceeded because trade and wealth joined hands with 
principle and enthusiasm, a union rare in the history of 
revolutions. Northern merchants fretted at England’s 
refusal to allow them direct trade with Holland and the 
West Indies. Virginia planters, heavily mortgaged, 
welcomed anything that would postpone payment of 
their debts—a motive that doubtless avails largely 
among secessionists now. So merchant and planter 
joined heartily with hot-headed Sam Adams and reck¬ 
less Joseph Warren, penniless John Adams, that bril¬ 
liant adventurer, Alexander Hamilton, and that young 
scapegrace, Aaron Bur, to get independence (laughter). 
To merchant, independence meant only direct trade—to 
planter, cheating his creditors.

SECOND SESSION. 

The Convention assembled again on Tuesday, at 3 
o’clock, pjn.

EVENING SESSION. 

An evening session was held at 7J o’cloek. 

G. W. Pctnam spoke of the devotion of the Abolition- 
ts to the true welfare of the country; of the impor¬ 
tance of free speech to all the people; reminded the 
people that while the gallant Anderson was every¬ 
where honored for Ms courageous defence of Fort 
Sumter, no less honor was due to the Mayor of Albany, 
who had, to-day, so bravely kept the more important 
fortress of free speech in the capital of the Empire 
State : He argued the great advantages arising from a 
dissolution of the Union to the people of the North. 
He described the magnificence and the vast natural 
resources of the non-slaveholding States, and showed 
the fallacy of the prediction of civil war existing in 
the free States on account of the question of slavery : 

that the requisite elements of civil war do not ] 
lot exist in the free States, and that the disso¬ 
lution of the Union would be the first dawn of true 
freedom in onr land. 

t-VKSTLVE L. Rose followed. She avowed herself to 
Unionist (applause). “ Stop,” said she, “ you may 
have applauded too soon. It is a Union where freedom 
is loved and honored that I love.” She declared that 
upon the issue of this question of American slavery 
hang the hopes of European liberty. She then examined 
the circumstances of the slaveholders, demonstrated 
their helplessness, and showed, upon the well known prin. 
ciples of commerce, that they must sell their cotton or 
starve. She declared there never was a time so favora- 
e to get rid-rof the curse of slavery as sow. 

Upon the question of secession, “ I would not,” said 
Mrs. R.. “ allow the South to withdraw. I would first | 
drive her in*nd_then kick her ont! I would not 
missioners sent to meet the South. It is too 
late ! It is degradation! You canno^meet the pirates 
and robbers of the South without degradation! No 
compromise with the slaveholders is the true motto- 
Compromise now, and within five years you will have 
here a slave auction-block in front of your capitol.” 
She adjured the people to maintain their rights and 
oop no longer to do the dirty work of the Slave Power. 
Frederick Dorouss took the floor and made a grand 
speech for freedom. He spoke of his gratitude to Gsd 
wheB. years ago, he found Abolitionists giving utter¬ 
ance to the great truths of freedom. He then thought 
’ »t the great mass of the people would at once espouse 
righteous a cause. But he soon learned better. " I 
found.” said he, “ that the people were not actuated by 
Christian principles ; yet if the people would look the 
matter fairly in the face—would let the Abolitionists 
lift off the hatchway of the slave system, and then look 
down into the pit of slavery and see its hell of horrors, 
men and women not utterly abandoned to feeling would 
not much differ as to the character of American 
slavery.” But, said Mr. Douglass. I am going to speak 
the occasion—I blush to my bones to think that here, 
the very gates of the capitol, yon must sit with 
your masters over you! that you cannot meet here 
without a Mayor and police to keep you in order! and 
this because you have thrown off all allegiance to law 5 
'^God, and are only the servants of the Slave 
Power, and therefore you follow the direction, “ Ser- 
'• °»>ey your masters.” If the Union cannot be 
saved without compromise, without being cemented 
with the blood of four millions of slaves, then I welcome j

Mr. Douglass then reviewed, with great force, the

down ”—to the disgust of their own party. The 
who saves the RepubUc now. in the true way—by the 
abolition of slavery—I suspect, is yet to be recognized, 
and may suddenly spring upon us from behind the plow 
about next Spring, and dash this hypocritical Union in 
pieces and gives us a ” free RepubUc where, beneath 
the sway of mild and equal laws, framed by themselves, 
one people dwell and own no lord save God.” 

So let the Western farmer have your anti-slavery 
tracts for himself and son, and daughter too, for another 
Joan of Arc may yet be America's deUverer.

While attending Mr. Pillsbury s Anti-Slavery Conven¬ 
tion at Mendota, last faU, I dropped into a Sorghum 
manufactory, and listened to an anti-slavery lecture in 
the rattle of machinery wMch produced 250 gallons per 
day of most “ golden” syrup. According to The Tribune 
(CMcago) this capital syrup can be made to yield “ full 
50 per cent, of good dry sugar, equal to the best brown 
tugar of commerce,” and has been so practicality proven 


by A. H. Miller, of Laporte, Ind., so attested by it Messen¬ 
ger despatched to take notes of Mr. Miller’s operations 
on the ground. The question is now settled that the 
syrup from Sorghum, well ripened and housed, can be 
cheaply granulated: and sugar refiners are ready to 
enlist in their branch of the business when a sufficient j 
quantity can be obtained to work.

Sir : Those of us who have sympatMzed with the Ame¬ 
rican Abolitionists for a quarter of a century past can 
hardly feel much surprise at the present state of affairs 
in your country ; so, when you read in QigLish journals 
of astonishment, amazement, consternation and the like, 
you may at once conclude that Abolitionists have 
nothing to do with those journals. Certainly it would 
be difficult to point out any revolution that has ever 
happened that has given more timely and ample notiee 
of its approach.

President had had a spark of spirit, or been capable of 
one moment’s self-forgetfulness, the pride of the South ! 
would not have committed her so far ; and the danger 
actual dissolution of society in tim 'slave States 
might have been less urgent than it is. now. It is 
incredible that those States can really; nmlre any stand ; 
and they might have been spared some sin and sorrow 
if their country had acted fairly by them, and not mis¬ 
led them first, only to desert them afterwards. In the 
same way, the flatterers of the South on this side the 
water, after having puffed up her vanity, and excited 
expectations of sympathy, will be denouncing her folly 
presently, and mocking at her misery. They are, 
indeed, doing it already. I grieve at this, and am indig¬ 
nant, because it is a wicked course for journalism to 
take, and because I can see nothing before the slave 
States but a condition of chaos and hell. The mean 
whites seem to be more terrible to their neighbors than 
the slaves ; and what can be done with such a barbaric 
class, pauperized by the wealth of their planter neigh¬ 
bors 1 Though some of us are anytliing but astonished 
your revolution, there is one feature of it which does 
aaze us—the utter absence in the South of all sense of 
loyalty—of patriotism. While they talk oi being cMv- 
alrons, they seem to have no ideal before ftheir eyes, no 
instinct in their brain, no glow in their hearts, on 
behalf of country or nation. There is no sign of any 
attachment to the Union—of any sense of brotherhood 
with the citizens at large—of any national idea or sen¬ 
timent whatever. AU is mean, selfish pursuit of exclu- * 
sive power and pelf. Instead of the self-sacrifice and 
modest patience of the real cMvalric temper, we sec a 
course of behavior befitting only a socie ty of monkeys 
wood—noisy, quarrelsome, rapacious, and far 
below the level of the generous ideas wMch create the 
sentiment of nationaUty. This want of loyalty and lust 
of quarrel is perhaps the greatest surprise to the peo¬ 
ple of England and France ; and it is very shocking, 
because it is impossible to see what cun be done with a 
society in so low a moral condition. I trust that the 
English will see now very plainly that it was this spirit,

I say “ the greater it 
soon ” because our Lancashire capitalists arefreafly 
alarmed now about cotton supply, and are coming for- j 
ward to urge on the experiment of colonial production j 
of cotton. I have no doubt, your Standard is right in 
saying that we can, in five years’ time, get what we 
want elsewhere than in your slave States; but the 
interval is a very serious consideration, 
ing of a partial substitution of wool and flax; and any 
definite -prospect of a large supply of the latter from 
your western States, when the Southern are ceasing 
yield ns cotton, would be acceptable on every ground. 

Some people tell ns that the fibre and the seed can both 
be obtained, by good management, from the same crop 
but if it is not so, surety the fibre is of more conse 
quence than the oil just now ; and the latter may be 
soon and easily supplied by an extension of the 
crop, or the introduction of several others wMch are 
found in Europe to answer equally well. I mean that 
oils are more various and more easily produced by far 
than fibre for manufacturing purposes. We shall do 
very well in time, whatever may become of 
cotton. We thought Russian hemp indispensable till the 
last war taught us to use Indian' jute for many pur¬ 
poses ; and now we import large quantities of jute, for 
its own merits. It will be just so about cotton. We 
shall be using as much cotton as ever, some day, and 
also a vast deal of flax and wool, and such other fibres 
as may remain to be disclosed. Meantime, we have to 
take care of four or five millions of our population who 
live by the cotton manufacture. They could easily 
to flax-spinning and linen-weaving; and it would 
new bond between our two countries if you could send 
us the raw material from one part of your country, 
when the staple of another part is no longer procurable. 

You are not so engrossed with your own public 
affairs as to be indifferent to the fate of Anderson in

There is little in the current business of Congress 
which looks like disunion. There is jnst as violent 
struggle every day in each House over some casual 
private hill as there was before the seceding members 
left, or secession was unheard of ; and over the Appro¬ 
priation bill the members fight and quibble and argue, 
precisely as if the old Union were as strong and solid 
as ever. It is a customary tMng for private bills 
presented for the benefit of persona residing in the 
seceded States, and you will hear Wigfall or Mason and 
Hunter argue for hours upon an amendment to soi 
general bill—wMle they claim that they are soon to 
enemies, or at least strangers to the United States g< 
emment! On the Tariff Bill, while it was pending 
the Senate, some of the secession Senators opposed it as 
violently as if it were going to ruin them personally- 
Why so, if they and their States are soon to be in tbs 
Southern Confederacy ? 

This question brings me naturally to the consideration 
of a topic winch leads in all circles here—the prospect 
for the preservation of the UMon. You are aware that 
the Republicans take heart by the recent elections in the 
border slave States and imagine that there is n 
pretty fair prospect that the Union will be preserved- 
I very much doubt if the sequel will prove their hopes 
to rest on a sound basis.

It is a sad illustration of the condition 
of tMs country, which boasts of its civilization, while it 
sanctions laws and customs wMch make the experiences 
of the present more strange than any fictions »f the 
past Amy Pcst.
